THE UNINIFERSITY QUESTION. 



The letter of "W." in yesterday's issue of 
T/ie Culo-nint {jivos u very fair statnuioiit of 
tho reasons why, according to Lis oipori- 
ence, the propoHul to uaiubiiah u pruviuoiiil 
uaiversity ia at proKo:it premature. Ho 
goea iuto the iimtter an thoroughly as pos- 
Mible from Lib poiut of view, bat iiuverthe- 
less affirms fais belief tliut jxiblic opiiiiou 
domaiuls that university adviiutages be givou 
as speedily iia possible. lu tbiii view bo is 
«oricect; but, -while the statement of his 
opinion may be raiauulc aa a traruiiig 
against xasblf attempting too pauoh. bis 
^boI& letter is about' as good an example o f 
the coiupaTatire usolessaess of old conutry 
eiporieuce, e-ven wLeii diroctcd by high iu- 
telligeuca and culture, iu luattora aflocting 
colonial education. Ho ir (luito right in 
Hayiug that the number of students must at 
first bo very amidl; but when be attempts to 
oakulate the probable uuiuber nud tlioir 
literary requireiuonta ni)on tho basis of bis 
old country experience, his i»ctiou ia just 
about as sensible as attomptinj; to estimate 
the sizo aud neceasary food oi an unknown 
l>oyi''lif6'nj.-the' 'measuronienta and table oi- 
peuses of a man. Iho couditipua and 
probabilitiea are entirely dlssinailar.'" "W." 
tipeaks of the advantages of assiatauce -en- 
joyed by poor acholarB of su])erior ability. 
"Well, it ia not diflieult to find colonial col- 
leges with university powers which, with an 
average attcnOauce of ton men in eacbyoiu- 
for a fhreo-ycarH course (or au average col- 
lege of thirty lueiilaud without any state aid, 
have provided for the wiints of constitu- 
uiiciua of no greater extent than tho white 
population of this province iis likely to 
reach within the next year or two, and have 
in each, "year" given as many as three 
Koholarghips, .the highest ^qael to a resident 
student's' fhll expensss, aad^the lowest 
eqiSSUlo^alf t^at'aiiiount. ':'"X "ohrflful ox- 
aminlttipn^qf tbe^biatory of suoh nn iustitu- 
tionTSt "first "Supplying but n good general 
education in the shape of classics, mnthe- 
luntics und Eiighsh, with lectures in some 
departments of natural science and some 
or two modern isnguajjes, thonce gradu- 
ally oxteuditig its curriculum und increas- 
ing tha number of its profoaaora and 
finally bursting into tho full blouni of a 
UQivepsity, in,thg.,true aensa of tha word, 
will better enable on o to judge of what is 
necessary to bo dons here than any 
amount of experience in older and more 
conservative counlriea. Tha first point 
to be considered is the neodfal au'pply of 
moneyj first for building, library, etc. , 
and seoondly for maintenancB. In old 
and wealthy oountries this matter haa not 
been left entirely to the state, nor is it 
fair that the state should be oaiiod upon 
to aaaumo tho wholii burden. Private 
individuals, recognizing either in their 
own persons or in the persons .of others 
more highly favored tlian themselvea, tho 
advantages to the community of superior 
culture — tha fact that "iiu/inuiis didici<K'i 
Jidditer aries emoUit moiea inu jinit tise 
Jtro*" — have supplied the vast reaouroos 
without whicli a true university is impoa- 
aible. Stato aid has been oomparativeiy 
email and aeifor fees they are but "a 
drop In the bucket." Since, however, 
the promiiiencB given to this question in 
British Columbia for several uaontha paat 
has elicited no public proffer of private 
inuniiicenoe from any of the wealthy citi- 
zens of the province, it may be concluded 
that the first move is to ba looked for 
ftom the gorernnaeot. The pointi to bo 
considered are — first, does public opinion 
.call for ft univeraity, and, secondly, can 
4he public purse provide it, The former 
«f. these queries may surely bo onsworod 
ixx the aiErmative. No voice has been 
sailed iu opposition to :he project and the 
|»eopl6 prthi proTiiice have certainly the 
lrit»lligetice'1;u cbmprehend that the uni- 
versal exannple uf all civilized peoples ia 
to bo followed, inasmuch aa the result haa 
invariably proved valuable, and that, 
though few in their individual persons 
can participate in the advantage 
of higher education, the benefit to 
the community at large i« certain 
and undeniable. As to the second, 
while a full, blown university ia iraposai- 
blo, and is not required by the present 
ipopulfttion of tho country, still it will not 
£oat so very much to establish a college 
- with university powers capable of being 
«xtended,in the scope of its usefulness 
according to our aeeds. Lot but the 
management of the college be placed in 
proper^handa and the necessary funds be 
provided and, though progress for some 
years must of necessity be slow, and 
tangible results must be invisible until 
men''<o&the oolle|e have had time to make 
their mark, students will ba forthcoming 
in numbers proportionate to the popula- 
tion and the ultimate benefit of the in- 
stitution will be beyond question long be- 
fore it will be poBsiblo to ertondthe scope 
ol university teaching to many of the de- 
jpartments which are riglitly considered 
to be -within tho proviiico of such educa- 
tion. The danger to be guarded against 
lios in the tendency to attempt too much 
at first. A good general course with few 
options or specialities ia all that can be 
reasonably' expedbd at first, nor can we 
look, for some time to come, for the ad- 
vantajfcs of a college for feddent atudoula 
— advaiitajjes of which it is almost useless 
to speak to those who haro not them- 
selves enjoyed them.

I'o TUE Editok:— There are about 180 
inhabitants at this j-laco ^nd within a few 
miles of us, yet we have 'had no regular 
mails from either eaator west of us, tor 
months; in fact the mail bags for the past 
two monllia, with all our letters, are lay- 
ing at Caiimoro, which is about 100 miles 
from Golden city. We have a Dominion 
postmaster, who ia is in Farwoll, conse- 
quently there is no one to receive mail 
matter even if it waa brought in— and in- 
structions have been givan not to forward 
it. 

We tender to you tho coniplimonta of 
tho season, but it may bo moiulis before 
you receive these few lines. The con- 
struction company will start a dug train 
to-morrow for Caninnre for the purpose 
of bringing their mails to tho surveyors 
and others in the Selkirks, andjif .we get 
a few letters it will bo through the^ kind- 
ness of the 0. P. officers. I am informed 
that the Dominion guvornnient have re- 
fused to moot the demands of the 0. P. 
JX. in helping to tiofruy tho e.fponau of 
running a dog train for the purpose of 
bringing forward the maiU. As for a 
newspaper that is not to be thought of. 
There are numbers who would wiah 
to take the Victoria nowsp-ipers, but 
they would never got them. I have left 
off subscribing for any paper, because for 
nearly two years I have not roceived twen- 
ty, altogether. Long ago I told the post- 
master-general that I was credibly inform- 
ed that tons of nowapapera never •zot 
through tho northwest territorji-fl, but 
were sold for waste paper to .storekeepers. 
It is a serioua draw-back to the country. 
The company who are erecting saw and 
stamp mills at Otter 'Tail creek, °abbut° 28^ 
miles from here, have shut down for the 
winter, solely, as the auperintondcnt told 
me, beoauso they could neither t;et in sup- 
plies or got their mail matter. 1 have boon 
requested by the inhnbitantd here Iu (it»nd 
these few remarks to you, and wouhl con- 
sider it a great favor if would kindly men 
tion the matter in your widely read paper, 
so that the authorities may for cartniii 
know how wo are neglected — how wo are 
really closed in for tho winter, an much 
aa if we were at tho north polo. We have 
had o very mild winter hero and no .snow 
on the ground; and health, as a general 
thing, ia good throughout tho district, I 
am sorry to say the gold commissioner, 
Mr. Vowell, haa been very dangerously 
ill, and could get no doctor nor medicine. 
Thanks to his strong constitution he is 
now geUiiig better, but far from well.

Heavy Damage— >JLoss of Lir<>, 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Finscisco, Jan. 21.— One of the 
severest storms that has ever occurred on 
ihia coast began on Sunday and reached 
its height shortly after noon yoatorday. 
It e.^teiidud from the iKirtherii boundary 
of WaaliiiigtiJii 'J'erritery to the southern 
lioundary of California, and from tho 
Koeky muuiitaiiis to the Pacitic ocean. 
The aiuiust continuoua fall of rain and 
snow was accompanied by wind, which, 
from five miles an hour gradually incrteH-- 
ed till about 1 UO yesterday afternoon, I 
wiioii it blew a hurricane of 82 luilea an 
hour. The storm was predicted by tho 
signal service and the cautionary otorui 
aignal was displayed by tho order of 
Lieutenant Glaasford from the flagatafl of 
tho Alerchanta Fxchauge building. Ow- 
ing to this timely notice many vesaola 
pobtponod their dcparturo from here, and 
thus escn[ied the dangers of tho ator'u, 
although the bay inside of the harbor w.ia 
very rough, and pasaengiers on tho ferry 
boats were made seasick, the shipping 
auflered no damage. Considerable dam- 
age, however, was done tfarbughqut tho 
city by wind and rain. Houaea wore un- 
roofed, slieda, fences, trees, awnings, 
aigns, church spires, minareta and smoke 
stacks were blown down; huge plate win- 
dows weife bUiwn in, baaemunts lloodod by 
auwera, a broken car waa lifted from the 
track, and a covered wagon was caught up 
and overturned. No losa of life haa been 
reported. About l.SO, when the wind 
waa at its height, the west wall of tho 
Mechanics' pavilion was blown, in, 
and a few minutes lator about eighty 
fact of its roof waa carried across Wie 
street and damauHd the buildings on the 
opposite side. The damage done to the 
payiliou amounts to $3000. Due most un- 
fortunate disaster caused by the storm was 
the oollaiiso of n two Hl..'rv buihlint^ corner 
Mi^ision aud Thirteenth streets \t the 
tinui of the accidunt Mrs. .Vnnic Humbert, 
Mrs. Ooylu and John Carroll were iu tho 
building. Tho latter rushed from the 
buildiuK iu timo to escape harm, but both 
•wpmou were buried under tho falling build- 
ing, aud were severely, perhaps fatally, 
injured about the head. The most serious 
reanlt of tho storm wub to out off San Fron- 
aisco entirely for tho first timo in its biB- 
tury from all telegraph communication with 
the outside world. The wires begun going 
down Tuesday, one after tho other, until 
the finidtiri-ak <n;currod about 12:.'I0 yes- 
terday afternoon. Tor a short time even 
the city wires were reuderuil entirely use- 
loss. An nnny of nun are now ejgaged re- 
pairing the lines. ^VashontH have occurred 
on tho Southern Pacillc railroad at several 
l)laccH between Molavo and Yuma, which 
are not eousidored seriuus, aud will hi< ro- 
paired iu four or five days. Exact infor- 
mation cannot be obtained'. 'LittW'o'r 
nothing has occurred on the Central Faciiic 
railroad, althongh a heavy snowfall occurred 
between Ttnokee,- Cal., and Tvono, Nevada. 
Xo inforiaation as to the damage sustained 
hy tho shipping along tho coast, and by 
otlier portions of the country, haa been 
received, owing to the city's isolalion from 
lack of wire comiiiuiiication.

If so, they ffhonld 
be exposed. Indians aud whites should not 
bear tho brunt wliilo guilty whites go (roe— 
(cheers) — aud the rulation of those whites 
to lUel may have a serious bearing on bis 
case. We should have further information 
as to Itiid'.s ilemands for monej'. Aa gov- 
ernment states the case, his conduct was 
base uud venal, oud a Strong improssloh 
has naturally been produced. But the 
Htatemout is involved iu oontradiotious, 
fo}: I fiu^ iu the memoranda of the minister 
the following extract from the evidence: 
"Ho (Riel') said also that if ho got the 
money he would go to tho United States nud 
start u paper, and raise the other nationali- 
ties in the states, lie "d: "Before the 
grass is that bigli iu this .mutr^- you will 
Hee foreign arms iu this country."

I now 
oome to a move important part of the ca.se. 
The question of Uiel's mental condition is 
one to which I am ot present dispo.'ied to 
attach K>eater importance than as, I judge, 
does) the general public. But I think all 
wiii agree- that we are clearly entitled to 
have befnro us, besides the liapers, the in- 
structions uf the so-called medical commis- 
sion which is referred to by tho government. 
You will rembor tho coutlicting statemeuts 
as to the character aud results of the en- 
iiuiry. Though there it, much ou which we 
can and ought to reach oonoluslons inde- 
pendent of the medical testimony, yet this 
is part of' tho case without which wo should 
not decide. I think, also, we should have 
a statement of tho grounds ou which 
the govonimont decided against the 
recommeudatiou to morcy, n course 
which may have been perfectly 
correct, but which ought to bo ex- 
plained. And here I may say that I ro 
gret that we do nut know tho grounds of 
that recommendation. We should also 
learn something of the reasons for tho last 
respite, of which several accounts have 
been given, one of an e.\traordiiiary na- 
ture. Fuller information seems to be 
required aa to the grounds on which the 
governiueiit thought the execution of 
iliel ii'jooB.sary. Warm supporters of the 
govornmcnt have alleged that it shame- 
fully betrayed and deceived thora; we 
want the evidence (jf tiiia. They alao al- 
lege that tho government acted to gratify 
the thirst for vengeance in respect of the 
IScott murder of ono section of their sup. 
portero, and on a cold-blooded calculation 
of gains and losses iu tha counties, rathor 
than on general cniiaiderationa of public 
jualico, mercy and policy, (Cheers ) On 
this grave charge we want light. I will 
gc no further. I have come to the con- 
uluaiun that in this cumpliuated oaae, 
where each of several branches may affect 
tho general result, it is just that the ma- 
lurials fijr dociaions on every branah 
bIiduIiI be available before finally forming 
aud aiuuuiiioing a general judgment 
and therefore, much aslshuuiu have ])or 
aonally wished to communicate to you 
my individual ini(>reBsiouB, I believe 1 
shall boat discharge my duty which, as 
you will have aeon, I consider to bo as 
much judicial aa political, by abstaining 
at tiiia inument from tho expreasion of 
opiniona which would be, at best, but 
partial, prima facio, hypothecal, uud aub- 
jent to correction and review. It is with 
all the facts and circumstances before us, 
and in the presonoe of the government 
whoao action has been assailed, and of 
their accusera, that our deliveraiieo may 
best be mado. To some partizms ou 
either side who think nothing is to bo 
said on the other, my view may be— will 
bo — unsatisfactory. But those who are 
willing to Reok for tho truth, and casting 
a.^ido prejudice, to atrivu for just conclu- 
sions, will, I hope, recognize Its propriety. 
Aluch haa been said about politic.\l alii 
aucea and compacts in this connoction. I 
know of none. To none am I a party, 
(applause.) I have had no communica- 
tion with any ono outside of my own par- 
ty. I have never wished for office. On 
the contrary, I dislike it. Nor wus thoro 
ever^ timo at which it proaentod in my 
view sq^ittle to .attract; so much to dotor. 
As to the'uriioh' for political purposes of 
one race or creed, irreapeotive u( political 
principica, I am not now to speak for the 
first time my mind. In 1871, when ex- 
pressina tho strong opinions I felt and 
feel on tho subject of tlie murder of Scott, 
I deprecated any attempt to decide the 
queaticiii on (lie ground of nntionalily or 
religion. In 1877, when protesting against 
some ill-advinod [irotonaiona on the sub- 
ject of undue influence, I declared that I 
should .it.ruggle to preaurve to each ono of 
my fellow-countrymen, whatever his 
creed, tho Same full and ample measure of 
civil freedom which he now enjoys under 
those laws which enable him and mo, 
though we may be of diverse faiths, to 
ijieetouttie same platform, and to diffor 
according to onr own political convictions 
and not uaoordiug to ouK religious faitl;, or 
to the dictation of ai y other man, lay or 
clerical. (Cheers.) And during the last 
few years I have more than once warned my 
fellow countrymen of an iusiduous attempt 
which has been made to otToct a ao-callod 
political union of all the French throughout 
Canada in the interests of the Quebec tory 
lenders. I have pointed out that this was 
an unpatriotic step, fraught with dangbr to 
the Dominion, and with special danger to 
those who, beipg the minority, were asked 
to wo^k'j toget^ef: ia ^ nnit, apart .fjrpm the, 
quesfiouB of opinio^'." ' ' '' ' ' " ' *

Time passed away and 
Mr. Jauuinjs oame to tho Kit-zo-lash 
village at Port Ellington, and he further 
opened our eyos to aoo the truth. Theaa 
inisaionaries have shown us the right way 
and wo uro tryiiij tu walk in it ; and to 
load our children on in the good way, 
keeping thoiii from tho oril. About two 
years ago anothar miisionary came down 
from Stickean. The bishop of Caledonia 
gave him work t« do, »nd ho settled on 
the Skeena rivar. His name Is Mr. Shel- 
don. Bsforti Christmas ho (i^Ir. Sheldon) 
gave strong drink to four young Indians. 
Ouo of our young chiefs is nearly dei^d 
now because hu took the strong drink that 
Mr. Sheldon gave him, Ho promised to 
give stri'iig ilniiU auaiii to tho Indians 
whun ill tlh; c:ii!iiu as hu did before. Again, 
two uf our Indians bought strong drink of 
a Chinaman, Mr. Sheldon's cook, before 
Christinas. 

About the same time, Christmas eve, a 
young half-breed gave strung drink to 
four Indiana. All tho village was greatly 
troubled about it; and wo cried because 
the strung drink had come again. Wa 
believed that the law had come among us 
that no Indian should drink a drop of 
strong drink. 

As long as we have lived in our own 
wot, cold country wo never have drunk a 
drojj of ginger or whiskey to save us from 
tho cold; but Mr. Sholdon, the luiniator, 
has begun to give .strong drink to tho 
Indi.-tns when they are cold. Ho does not 
show U3 a good example. He teaches ua 
to drink.

On the following day a 
hidy, Mrs. Leddy, of Uootehill, county 
CAvau, idontitiod the remaiiiB as those of 
Uor brother, John MoPonuell, a magistrate 
of Crossmaglen, county Armagh, who had 
been staying with her, aud had mystorious- 
ly disappeared about a fortnight previously. 
Mr. Jordan of ftathgarroad and Mrs. Annie 
Banton of Dorset atvoot, a nurse, also posi- 
tively identified the body, and the coroner, 
after holding a post morlom inquiry, direct- 
od that tho remains should be given over to 
the relatives, v/ho ]iositively idontitied tho 
man's clothes, though there was some doubt 
as to the boots and stookings. Tho body 
was intarrod in Glasnevin cemetery an tho 
remains of Mr. MoDounell, and a largo 
number pf . friends, .were present at tho 
obsequies. The relatives of the supposed 
deceased, have within the last day or two 
written to tho police authorities in Dublin 
who had charge of tho case, stating that 
the gontlemna who wns aiip])Osed to bo duly 
interred in Olaauovin has "turned up" alive 
and well, notwithstnudiug his premature 
bixrial. His sistor, Mra. Leddy, has also 
made an application for a refuud of the ex- 
penses incurred by tho funeral of the stvan- 
gor, but was informed that thore was no 
fund available for such an object. Up to 
the present no cluo has been found to. the 
'iAmtifioaliou of tho unknown gentleman 
who was so deeply mourned and respect- 
ably interred, and it ia believed that tho 
body was a waif from the sea floated in by 
the ^(ie—Patl Mall Oazette, Dec. 24.

"Never, till life nnd memory periflh," 
vrlll stories of tho War o( the Union owne 
to bo told, with tho "clrcumstanoo" which 
plvoe them an interest not to bo found in 
history.

After Shoridiin's troops had carried out 
that order to burn t«n square luilos of tho 
Shenandoah VfiUey there was a nioro bit- 
tor turn to tho war waged in that locality. 
Many of tho Con fedenito farmers who had 
been nbutnil, or had tried to bo, now be- 
came guerrillas nnd bushwhackors and 
l08t no opportunity of killing a Federal, 

After that burning Mosby liad no dlffl-

I Icnow that scores of rodoral pnsonera, 
■who would otherwise have been treated aa 
prisoners, woroehot down as soon aa cap- 
tured on account of that burning. 

Among those who turned bushwhackers 
was an old man nnmod Humphrey, living 
about two miles from Strasburg. Ho was 
62year9old, quitolamoin one log from 
hip diaeaso, andupto thoburning was look- 
ed upon aa a klnd-lieartedj -good-nnturod 
and forglvlng'old xnan.^ The Fcilonils 
bumod tlio houses and bams o£ his two 
sons, further , down tho valley, nnd one 
day two or threo drunken soldiers came 
to nlB houso and demanded dinner. Ho 
refused- to give thorn anything. Ono or 
thorn drtiiv a rovolvor to slioothlm down, 
but the weap(iu was accidoutally dis- 
chargeiiVand ilra. Humphrey was mor- 

*^teo? h^r death and burial old Hum 
phroydiSappedroU arid waa next hoard o 
in the momuaink: . He lived in a cava and 
became a bushwliaokor. That term is 
hardly strong enough. He became a man 
hunter. WhUo: a.. Confederate in B.onti 
mont, ho had little to do with.tliom, seour 
ing his arms from his Federal, vlctmia, 
and his few provisions from the farm 
houses. In his old age the man became 
an avenging spirit. Tliero- was some- 
thing appalling In hl9-tirolo33 vludicllvo 
trailing of Fedornls. " "Ho hung about 
camps and pickel-ios;:3 and marching 
columns, and ho took desperate chances 
to gratify his thirat for blood. ■ If he 
cumo across three foragers together- two 
would cerudniy bite the 'dtJsf and ho 
would not hesitate te attack oven where 
the number wnaflvo. ',,„,,,. _^ 
In ouo year old Humphrey killed thirty 
six Fotlorals. I make tho Btatemont on 
the authority of people who saw tlio tally. 
The old man preserved a relic from each 
body— knifo, ring, watch-chain or button 
.—and there was no chance to mistake the 
number. 

One day. In making a scout near Cross 
Keys, I was discovered by a scouting par- 
ty of ton Fotierals. and ran into tho 
mountains. Tlio pursuit did not end hero 
S-oraeof them dlaniountod and hung to 
my trail for another hour. It was in 
avoldliig;th036 men that I a-coldontnlly 
stumbled upon old Humphrey's hiding 
plaoo. It was a veritable cave, warm and 
dry, and well hidden, and I had entered 
it before I know it was occupied.
